Fathers and Brethren: 

In convening this the thirty-ninth annual convention of the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Synod of Kansas, we return grateful thanks to 
the Father of all mercies for the blessings of the year. We have 
had a year of prosperity and plenty. Barns and bins are bursting 
with the harvest. Our churches have shared the general prosperity.

CHURCH PROPERTIES. 

There has been little activity in the line of improvement during 
the year. No churches have been built. However, it has been a 
year of debt-paying, and several of our congregations have joined 
the list of those completely out of debt, while others have made 
payments and reduced their obligations. 

Hebron reports improvements of a general character, costing $150. 

Moray—aA new roof and other improvements, costing $300. 

Oklahoma City.—$800 paid on church debt. 

Ottawa.—Entirely out of debt, by an expenditure of about $800. 

Perth.—This charge reports $800 already subscribed towards re- 


building. 

St. Joseph, Mo.—Has removed all interest-bearing debt to the 
amount-of $600. 

Wellington.—Paid $150 on debt. 

Whitewater —Expended $150 on improvements. 

Kansas City, Kansas.—Has been frescoed and walls repaired, at a 


cost of $250. 
Effingham.—Improvements aggregating $175. 
Valley Falls—Paid $100 on church debt. 


STATE OF RELIGION. 


Reports of the state of religion were received from all of the con- 
gregations which have pastors at the present time. Of the vacant 
congregations, seven failed to report. Pastors should remember 
the requirement of Synod in this matter, and where there is no 
pastor the officers of the church should see to it that the proper 
reports are sent in. It is through these that the pulse of the Synod 
as a whole is taken, and the value of the test is impaired if the 
returns are incomplete. 

The reports received show commendable progress on the part of 
many of our congregations, and with hardly an exception they are 
hopeful for the immediate future. In the matter of benevolence a 
general growth is reported, and this is evidenced by the receipts in 
the hands of the treasurer. The benevolent offerings for the year 
show an excess over last year of more than $600, and more congre- 
gations have met the apportionment in full, or have exceeded ‘it. 
Many of our congregations are reported now to be entirely out of 
debt. A number of others have only trifling encumbrances.

Report of Trustees of Nachusa Lutheran Orphanage. 

The Trustees of Nachusa Lutheran Orphanage beg leave to report 
that the undersigned attended the annual meeting of the Board of 
Trustees August 9, 1906, and visited the Orphans’ Home. Arriving two 
hours or so before the time set for the meeting, the time was put in 
profitably inspecting the orphanage and grounds, getting acquainted 
with the matron and her family of orphans—i9 in number at that 
time, 27 in number now. We found the institution and its adminis- 
tration in satisfactory shape. Miss Ejichholtz is a conscientious 
Christian, a good disciplinarian; also an experienced nurse. The 
Home, has been fortunate in comparative freedom from serious 
sickness, except in one case when a life was in jeopardy, but when 
the matron’s knowledge of nursing proved invaluable. The lack of 
a telephone was then keenly felt. The trustees ordered that this 
want be supplied. 

Under the blessing of God, the faithful work of the farmer, David 
Wingert and the oldest boys, the farm of 46 acres has yielded boun- 
tiful crops of oats and corn. The orchard and garden likewise con- 
tributed generously to the table for the summer and somewhat also 
to the cellar and larder for winter use. They have two horses, two 
cows, some pigs and poultry. They need more cows for the grow- 
ing.family. There were 19 children in the family then, there are 27 
now. Applications for places in the Home constantly come in; there 
is no room to receive them. There are applications also from pri- 
vate families who desire to adopt children. There are no children 
in the home subject to adoption. The care of three children is paid 
for by the living parent. 

The school question is at present a very difficult one. The children 
who are of school age have been attending the Nachusa public 
schools. The tuition last year was Fifty Dollars ($50.00). It will 
be One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) this year. The Board asked 
Two Hundred and Forty Dollars ($240.00). Only by dint of hard 
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work did Dr. Ludden secure the reduction. You see how impera- 
tive is the need of a school in connection with the home. 

The Orphanage has no Superintendent yet. The Board has offered 
to co-operate with the Nachusa church in this way, that their pas- 
tor should be the superintendent of the Home—the Orphanage pay- 
ing half the salary. The church is to provide a parsonage for the 
pastor-superintendent, and pay the other half of the salary. 

At the annual meeting of the Board, Rev. L. P. Ludden, D.D., was 
elected President, Dr. Troxell declining to serve any longer. For 
the same reason the place of Rev. Hursh was supplied by the elec- 
tion of Rev. J. A. McCulloch.

Your Trustees would report that Midland College is more pros- 
peroms ‘today then’ ever in-its history. A substantial increase has 
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been made in the enrollment of students. While three years ago 
the total enrollment was only 145, the prospects are that this year 
it will reach 200, and the college classes are larger than usual. There 
are eight seniors and the present freshmen class numbers fifteen. 


The Department of Mathematics and Sciences has been divided, 
as was suggested a year ago, and the two professors now in charge, 
W. E. Anderson and D. W. Crouse, are not only doing excellent 
work in their departments, but are taking an active part in all of 
the college life. . 

The heating of the college buildings has been a hard problem. It 
is now being solved by the introduction of natural gas at a special 
rate which it is hoped will lessen the cost of heating. 

The finances of the college were never in better shape. There are 
no debts, and a strenuous effort is now being made to pay all bills 
monthly. 

Some steps are being taken to celebrate the twentieth anniversary 
of the founding of the college. This will occur in the year 1907. 

Mr. Carnegie has offered to give the college $15,000 for a library 
building on condition that an equal sum be raised for the mainten- 
ance of the library by the friends of the insfitution. These friends 
have responded generously thus far and the sum of $11,000 has been 
promised. Of this amount the Rocky Mountain Synod has promised 
$500 and the German Nebraska and the Nebraska Synods each $1500. 

We recommend, (1) that the members of Synod co-operate with 
the college authorities in making the twentieth anniversary a success. 
(2) Resolved, that this Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Kansas 
obligates itself to raise $1,500 ofthe $15,000 necessary to make good

During the Synodical year the following congregations have re- 
ceived assistance from the Board of Home Missions of the General 
Synod: 

Barnes, $200; Beloit, $150; Effingham, $100; Garnett, $100; Hutch- 
inson, $350; Kansas City, $500; Kansas City, Memorial, $400; Okla- 
homa City, $500; Ottawa, $200; Sedalia, $390; St. Joseph, $200; We!- 
lington, $200; Whitewater, $100; a total of $3390. This list shows 
increase over last feport of $225, and decrease of $150, being a net 
increase of $75. 

During the year the congregations have paid on apportionment 
for this object, $914.86, which shows a deficit of $8282. In addition 
to this there was paid on Synodical Home Missions $131.63, showing 
a total contribution of $1,046.49. 

There are many indications of opportunities for opening new work 
in the bounds of Synod. It has not been possible to investigate all 
places recommended to the Advisory Board. An effort was made 
to secure a canvass of Wichita for this purpose, but a man to make 
the canvass could not be secured. 

After several urgent communications from McPherson, one of the 
members of the Board made a personal investigation and found a 
very promising condition there for organizing an English speaking 
congregation. 

RECOMMENDATIONS, | 

1. We recommend that the Board of Home Missions be urged to

The committee appointed by the Northeast Conference begs to 
report as follows: 

The matter placed in their hands is a proposition from the Tabitha 
Home, of Lincoln, Nebraska. 
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This Home consists of two large buildings, one 142 x 64 feet, four 
stories, and containing 75 rooms, the other a large structure used for 
hospital purposes, also other buildings. These buildings are situated 
on 15 acres of ground, two miles due east of the State House, Lin- 
coln, Nebraska. It is a beautiful site. The buildings are of brick 
and stone, substantially built, and equipped with a complete heating 
and ascetaline gas plant. 

This institution was established about 18 years ago by Rev. Henry 
Heiner, then a member of the German Evangelical Church, but now 
of the Nebraska Synod. It is incorporated under the laws of the 
State of Nebraska, and has been largely self-governing. It is now 
offered to our Synod. 

The Héme has debts amounting to about $10,000, but has bequests 
amounting to over $12,000, some of which will be available this fall. 
The property is worth, at a very conservative estimate, $50,000. 

Favorable action has been taken on this proposition by the Ne- 
braska Synods (German and English), and a committee from the 
Wartburg Synod has been appointed to look over the proposition. 
The Northeast Conference of Kansas Synod discussed it at its meet- 
ing last spring and referred it favorably to this Synod. 

1. We recommend that a committee of three be appointed to visit 
the Home at Lincoln to confer with the committees appointed by the 
other Synods. 

2. We recommend that, if the proposition be feasible and the 
other Synods agree to accept it, this committee be given power to

We are untrue to our heritage if we fail to support by thought sad 
word and deed and prayer our college and seminary. We have a 
reputation to maintain. Our Church is an educational Church, and 
the time should never come when the work and progress of our 
educational institutions suffer on account of our indifferent and in- 
adequate support. 

We are grateful that our institutions at Atchison are well equipped 
and are enjoying a prosperity not excelled heretofore. , 

The theological seminary’s faculty has been increased by the addi- 
tion of Rev. Holmes Dysinger, D.D., who ably fills the chair of 
Exegetical and Practical Theology. 

The German Department has added an additional professor and 
expects to have a man in the new chair by the last of November. 

During the year over $1,000 in cash has been received by the 
seminary and added to the endowment. 

It is gratifying to note that during the past year 30 students were 
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enrolled. The last graduating class numbered 11, all of whom are 
now in charge of churches. This year’s enrollment is now 23, with 
more in prospect.

He was appointed chaplain in the regular army June 26, 1901. He 
served his country in this capacity until June 4, 1906. He won the 
respect of his superior officers and all with whom he associated. 
His services were chiefly in the Philippines. It was there he con- 
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tracted the disease which resulted in his death. He was called to 
his Eternal Home June 19, 1906. “He left everywhere the impress 
of an honest, earnest, loving ministry.” 

Rev. Witutam Ketty was born December 17, 1852, in Liverpool, 
England. In 1854 the family came to the United States, making their 
home in Baltimore, Md. His mother died when he was four years 
of age. His early training was received in a Roman Catholic school. 
At the age of eighteen he united with the First Lutheran church, of 
Baltimore. He entered the theological seminary at Gettysburg in 
1873 and entered the ministry in 1876. His pastorates were in Espey, 
Pa.; Stewartsville, N. J.; Baltimore, Md.; Hudson, N. Y.; Phila- 
delphia, Pa.; Oakland, Cal., and Oklahoma City, Okla. He was an 
earnest, forceful preacher, a faithiul pastor, who was much loved by 
his people. He died at his home in Oklahoma City, June 25, 1906.

| President’s Report. 
Dear Co-Workers: 

In the providence of God we are permitted to meet in this our _ 
Twenty-sixth Annual Synodical Missionary Convention. At this 
time more than half of our Synodical Societies are convening. We. 
as one member of our General Society, meet in convention each year 
to stimulate and encourage each other, and to inspire each other with 
greater zeal and faithfulness; to hear what has been accomplished 


since our last meeting, and to plan ways and means that will create 
still greater interest, and thus bring about results in our work. 
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Conventions are largely what we make them. To receive the 
greatest good from them, we should come in the spirit of prayer. 
Prayer and work are joined in all Christian labor. We have read 
that “More things are wrought by prayer than this world dreams 
of.” 

When we consider the scope of our work, we are almost over- 
whelmed with a sense of our opportunity, and our own insufficiency. 

As we review our past year’s work, we might ask, Have we re- 
sponded willingly, and “as the Lord has prospered us?” or have we 
been content to give as much as some others have given to the 
various objects placed before us? Have we taken up these ob- 
jects quarterly as mentioned in our guide-book, the Missionary 
Journal, and responded promptly with our offering? This is the 
only way in which to carry on our work systematically, and not find 
some objects marked deficit at the end of the year. 

The synodical reports will answer some of these questions in a 
very positive manner. 

It was Ruskin who said, “If we do not wish the coming of Christ's 
kingdom, do not pray for it; if we do wish it, we must more than 

pray for it, we must work for it.’ We must “Do noble things, not 
dream them all day long, thus making life death and that great for- 
ever, one grand sweet song.” 


OUR GENERAL WORK. 


The response to the General Fund is quite encouraging, the greater — 


part of our auxiliaries contributing their dues regularly. This fund 
is the backbone of all the missionary operations planned by our Gen- 
eral Executive Committee, and when we fail here we cripple the 
work. From it the salaries of both our home and foreign mission- 
aries, also all teachers and Bible women in the foreign fields, are 
paid, and our work extended. 

Our Thank-Offering increases each year, and for this let us be 
thankful to the extent of dropping in an extra offering in our own 
little box. We take it for granted that every member of our societies 
has one of these thank-offering boxes, as well as many who are not 
identified with us. This little box should hold the offerings of 365 
days, which have all been days filled with blessings. Given in this 
way it is much more of a real thank-offering, and we are sure to 
have this object well provided for at our November meeting. This 
will be the first object to claim our attention in the new synodical 
year, 

The Christmas Offering was not made by all of our auxiliaries. 
We regret this. As this has been made one of our annual offerings,

it does seem that, if it were properly presented, should be the easiest 
one to obtain. Next year this offering will be used to send a much- 
needed nurse to the India Hospital. Her transportation is no small 
item. When we remember the first Christmas offering made by the 
Wise Men, we recall it consisted of gold, frankincense and myrrh; 
but when we look at our own, it looks like it was made of copper. 
It does not seem like we had “opened our treasure” to find a 
suitable gift for Him who was the greatest and best Gift the world 
ever received. When our friends this year ask us, “Are you all 
ready for Christmas?” let us not say we are ready until we have 
laid aside a gift, we are not ashamed to lay at the feet of the Christ- 
child, who has proven to be the “Friend that sticketh closer than a 
brother.” 

The Endowment Fund for our India Hospital Bed has been the 
object which has, perhaps, claimed our special attention, because it is 
the work of our Kansas Synodical Society. Our Executive Com- 
mittee, feeling that the box-work would not be so urgent in this year 
of plenty, decided to drop it this year and place all our efforts on 
raising at least half the Endowment Fund. The generous response 
to this fund shows that the suggestion meets with favor. We will 
all wait with interest for the report of the Trustee of this fund. We 
oor we can raise this $1,000 in two years. Shall we not aim to 

it? 

Our Literature Committee has some interesting things to show us, 
and we trust all delegates will avail themselves of the opportunity to 
secure all the helps which are so necessary for a profitable year’s 
study. It is said “that an informed person is a transformed person.” 
Just try the transforming power of our literature. 

In summing up the year’s work from 4 financial standpoint, we are 
glad to say we have over-reached the report of last year, which was 
the largest in our history. 

SYNODICAL WORK. 


During the year we have written four quarterly letters, and one 
additional circular letter, to each ‘auxiliary, besides many others, 
numbering in all 180 letters and cards. 

The minutes of Synod of last year show that we have in Kansas 
Synod 38 charges, with 48 congregations. In 23 of these congrega- 
tions we have in all 24 missionary societies. This shows our work 
organized in less than half of our congregations. There is surely 
much land yet to be possessed, before we can fulfil our watchword. 

Four of our pastors have written me wishing they might see their _ 
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way clear to organize our work, but that at present it seemed im- 
practical. 

We believe in personal work, and would suggest that some one be 
sent to present our work in as many of these congregations as pos- 
sible. We might at least win the pastor and his family as honorary 
members of our Synodical Society, and thus relieve them of the pos- 
sible imputation that they are not interested in missions. A nucleus 
would thus be formed for extending our work. 


NEW ORGANIZATIONS. 

We are glad to welcome into our Synodical family our youngest 
child, the Mission Band of St. Joseph, Mo. This band was organized 
in December of last year, with 38 members, and is under the super- 
vision of Rev. and Mrs. Lantz. 

In May, both the Recording and Corresponding Secretaries ten- 
dered their resignations. It was not deemed advisable by the re- 
maining members of the Executive Committee, some of the auxiliary 
presidents and chairmen of standing committees, to make a change 
in the middie of the year, and they were accordingly persuaded to 
retain their respective offices until the end of the year. 

The program for this Convention is submitted herewith, and we 
trust it will accomplish the work we had hoped it would. 

We suggest the general adoption of the Benediction given in the 
October Journal. 

In closing, let me express my appreciation of your kindly help- 
fulness and loving forbearance in promoting the various causes 
which have appealed to us for help.

The Societies of the Kansas Synod came to the Convention this 
year with largest contributions in the history of the Synodical 
Society, exceeding the record-breaking Jubilee Year, with a grand 
total of $1,500.53. The special effort of the year in behalf of the 
Bed Endowment, of course, augmented the total receipts, but, ex- 
clusive of the amounts sent in for that purpose, the receipts for the 
regular work are still in excess of that record. This special fund 
has exceeded in one year the total Jubilee Fund raised in two years. 
Concerning the special objects, they do not seem to be built up at 
the expense of the regular work, but, on the other hand, are a 
stimulant to it. This is shown by the fact that every one of the 
different funds shares in the gain. Having served as your Treasurer 
for the term of two years, I wish to congratulate the Synodical 
Societies most heartily on the earnest efforts they are making.

Paper, “Our Medical Work,” Mrs. Holmes Dysinger, 
Atchison. | 


“Healing the mind and healing the body go hand in hand. The 
Good Samaritan was an example of the true medical missionary. 
The touch of medicine can have an influence in breakigg down super- 
stition and in giving wider range for the entrance of the Gospel of 
Light, which is aboye every other means. Medical missions are 
the pioneers of evangelism. They can be planted where no other 
form of evangelistic work is possible, because they are founded on a 
need which is universal. Every one is sometimes ill and suffering, 
or if not himself, his friends are. Many of the people who would 
not allow the preacher to touch their garments even, will beg the 
medical missionary to come into their homes in the time of their 
extremity. Even the Mohammedans, than which no people is 
harder to reach, will in sickness of wife and children gladly beseech 
the physicians to come and help them. During the last thirteen 
years the medical workers have increased at a greater rate than any 
other class of evangelists.” After tracing the growth of our medical 
mission at Guntur, India, the paper concludes: “There has been a 
great growth since the beginning of this work, 23 years ago. 
The it was a dream and an experiment ; today it is a reality and a 
telling force. Our duty now is to strengthen and enlarge this work 
as loyally as we can. In order to hasten this end, a plan has been 
started for endowing the hospital. When the funds for the endow- 
ing of the fifty beds in the hospital have all been provided, the 
hospital work will be made secure, and our faithful missionaries 
will have the opportunity to enlarge and perfect their work.”

“Our minds should be thoroughly imbued with the missionary 
spirit; too many accept offices in our auxiliaries who do not feel the 
importance of. their responsibilities. Every woman should enroll 
her name, considering it an equal duty and privilege, realizing that 
a missionary society is no place for a disinterested party. We 
wonder why every woman belonging to the church is not a mem- 
ber. Possibly we have not shown the personal interest in others 
that we should. A special invitation or friendly call will often ac- 
complish much. These auxiliaries are to the Synodical Society 
what creeks are to the great rivers. The labor of missionaries is 
one of labor in love and requires constant watchfulness; it may be a 
visit to a delinquent member, urging her to greater diligence, assur- 
ing her she is missed, how much her influence is needed to keep the 
work of the society wellb in hand. It is the duty of every member 
to make an offering of prayer, work and money to help maintain the 
parent body. We should keep the missionary aglow and the mem- 
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bers enthusiastic. The cry is for more workers, and this call should 
reach every true Christian woman and inspire her to present the 
work to the uninterested, so that they, like the disciples of old, 
may be moved to work zealously for a cause that is shedding light 
uipon the benighted nations of the earth.”

Abstract of paper on “Review of Christus Redemptor,” 

“In ‘Christus Redemptor,’ by Helen Barrett Montgomery, we have 
a worthy companion of the other five books prepared and published 
by the Committee on the United Study of Missions. In this last 
book of the series the picturesque setting and the marvelous stories 
of the transformation of the island world of the Pacific are set forth. 
When we read the stories of India and China and Japan and 
Africa, we are moved to speak of the ‘miracle of missions,’ but not 
until we read of the wonder-working power of the Gospel in the 
Island World of the Pacific can we know anything of the miracle. 
In the long, long ago, Isaiah said,“And the isles shall wait for His 
law.’ Doubtless the old prophet saw ahead into the centuries and 
beheld the wonderful triumph of the cross in the many islands of 
the Pacific. It is hard for us to realize the immensity of the part of 
the map known as ‘Oceanica.’ Square miles are counted by the 
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millions and islands are numbered by the thousands and races are 
counted by the score. The primitive customs, the entrance of civili- 
zation, the triumphs of the cross, make an all-absorbing story. The 
book is a veritable encyclopedia of information, concise and con- 
densed. ts, there yet wot dry page in the 
entire 280 pages.”

BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE I.—Orricers. 

Section 1. The officers of this Society shall consist of a Presi- 
dent, two Vice-Presidents (selected, respectively, from the two Con- 
ferences comprising the Synod), Recording Secretary, Correspond- 
ing Secretary, Treaosurer and Historian. 

ARTICLE Il.—Exections. 

Section 1. The officers shall be elected by ballot at the morning 
session of the last day of the annual meeting, a majority vote being 
necessary to an election. 

Section 2. No lady shall be eligible to any office for a longer 
period than two consecutive years. 

ARTICLE IIl.—Executive Com™rrtee. 

The officers shall constitute an Executive Committee, whose duty 
it shall be to exercise supervision throughout the year, and fill all 
vacancies in office or committee. 

ARTICLE [V.—Inciwentar Funp. 

Section 1. Auxiliaries shall contribute twenty cents per member 
annually toward an incidental fund and the expense of a delegate to 
the Biennial Convention. 

Section 2. The expenses of the administration throughout the 
year, also the traveling expenses of the President, Recording and 
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Corresponding Secretaries, Treasurer and Delegate of the Synod- 
ical Literature Committee to the Annual Convention, shall be paid 


from this fund. 

ARTICLE V.—Sywopicat Dexecare.
